Job Placements 


OTTAWA, Sept. 4.—(CP)—A 
labor priority schedule has been 
established by selective service 
officials to determine what jobs 
may be taken by workers seeking 
new employment, Labor Minister 
Miicheli disclosed last night in an | 
address outlining Canada’s new 
manpower regulations. 


Participating in a joint broad- 
cast over the Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corporation’s national network 
with Selective Service Director 
Elliott M. Little, Mr. Mitchell said 
the new regulations do not freeze 
| workers on their jobs. 
| But, he said, workers who have 
quit their jobs or been discharged 
must obtain permits from the em- 
ployment office to seek new em- 
ployment. The nature of that em- 
ployment will be determined by ihe 
| priority schedule grading indus- 
tries according to their essential- 
ity at the moment. 


ESSENTIAL NEEDS FIRST 


“Under this plan, the most essen- | 
tial industries will get workers | 
first even if less essential indus: | 
tries or establishments have to go! 
short.” Mr. Mitchell said, and Mr. |

“He (the worker) may get a | 
permit which lets him seek gen- 
eral employment in his town, Or 
he might get a permit which says 
he can only seek work of a cer-

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Paying and Buying 

During the first eight months of the 
year, payments of city taxes in Edmon- 
ton amounted to $3,137,662, a gain of 
$154,734 from the figures of last year. 

The total levy for 1942 amounts to 
around $3,900,000, including utility taxes, 
business taxes and estimated license fees. 
“It seems fairly likely, therefore, that by 
the end of the year collections will outrun 
the levy, indicating a clearing-off of some 
arrears. 

Sales of city land during the eight 
months totalled $214,151, a gain of nearly 


$20,000 over last year’s figures. The 
Sales represent a transfer of property 


from the non-taxable to the taxable list, 
and an increase in the number of pockets 
from which future taxes wili be drawn. 

Edmonton property has ceased to be 
regarded as a liability, and is now con- 
sidered to be an asset. Those who own 
property are paying the current levy, and 
making some héadway in working off ar- 
rears, while year by year a considerable 
number of non-owners are becoming own- 
ers through the purchase of city-owned 
lots. 

The payment of taxes and the buying 
of hitherto tax-exempt land is evidence of 
the recovery of public confidence in the 
future of the city, as well as of the im- 
proved general conditions which have 
made the paying and buying possible.

Patriotism Plus Foresight 


The metals’ controller has extended 
his ban even to paper clips and crochet 
hooks, while fancy type bath-tubs are 
“out” for the duration. A new list of 200 
articles, in the making of which no metal 
other than gold and silver may be used, 
has been issued; and another list names 
‘fifty articles in the manufacture of which 
copper is forbidden, 

These orders emphasize the growing 
searcity of iron and other war-useful me- 
tals, and the part householders can play 
by gathering up metal articles they no 
longer need, and scrap metal, and turn- 
ing these over to the salvage collectors, 

They suggest something else also; 
that in doing this civilians will not only be 
helping to supply war materials but help- 
ing to supply their own future needs, As 
materials grow scarce it is not war pro- 
duction, but civilian production, that suf- 
fers first. 

War industries must be kept going at 
full blast, whatever household necessities 
and conveniences have to be made scarce 
or even unobtainable. Our fighting men 
and those of our Allies must get the tools 
they need. Civilians will have to get 
along with whatever types and quantities 
of household supplies can be made from 
the materials left over after war needs 
have been met- 

The person who contributes a cracked 
pot or a broken stove lid to the salvage 
heap may get the same metal back, after 
a while, in the shape of some new article 
that he needs; and if he does not send in 
the useless metal now he may not be able 
to get the new article when he needs it. 

Building up the community scrap pile 
is patriotic. It is also practical sense 
from the personal point of view.

The Atlantic Front 


In eight months Axis submarines— 
and mines—have sunk 449 Allied and neu- 
tral merchant ships in the Atlantic, kill- 
ing or drowning more than 3,000 seamen. 
It is not to be forgotten that, with very 
few exceptions, these sinkings were whol- 
ly illegal, torpedo attacks being made 
without warning. 

This terrible record should be remem- 
bered, too, when civilians feel tempted to 
resent tHe cutting down of supplies of 
tea, coffee, sugar and other sea-borne im- 
ports. The wonder is that men can still 
be found to take merchant ships through 
the watérs where the skulking murderers 
are known to lie in wait for prey. 

It was part of the purpose of unre- 
stricted submarine warfare to strike ter- 
ror into Allied and neutral seamen, cause 
them to refuse to sail through the danger 
zones, and thus immobilize the merchant 
ships without which men and supplies from 
this continent could not reach the fight- 
ing fronts in Europe and Africa. 

But the fiends who planned the fright- 
fulnéss campaign under-estimated the 
courage of the men who go down to the 
Sea in ships. The ships have never ceased 
to function, however many were sunk 
There are no braver men on earth than 
those of the merchant marine. 

This tragic report is lightened, how- 
ever, by the fact that sinkings have been 
slowing up over a period of weeks, and 
in August were down to 24 against 109 
in June. Wider use of the convoy system, 
Strengthening of air and sea patrols, and 
the bombing of submarine bases and 
building yards in Germany and the occu- 
pied countries, all played parts in bringing 
about this diminution of destruction, 

Since July shipyards in the United 
States have been turning out more mer- 
chant vessels than were sunk, In July and 
August more enemy submarines were 
sunk than in any preceding months in the 
war. And, it should be added, more of 
the plants where these were built and

Evolving War Aims 


The changes in the  interrfal 
structure of China, which are revo- 
luticnary; vast changes in the men- 
tality of the Russian people, noted 
by Mr. Litvinoff in a speech to 
which too little attention was paid, 
are all part of evolving war aims. 


And in the United States the 


{speech of Henry Wallace before 


the meeting of the Free World 
Association, came nearer to ex- 
pressing the feelings of the masses 
of the people than any made since 
our entrance into the war. Yet this 
speech remains an episode; it has 
never received either real confirm- 
ation or further elaboration. 


The Commonweal, Liberal Cath- 
olic weekly, published on August 
21 a manifesto on the war of the 
greatest importance, bearing the 
signatures of the most distinguished 
European Catholics in this country; 
men like Paul Van Zeeland, former 
premier of Belgium; Dietrich von 
Hildebrand, eminent Austrian 
Catholic scholar; Jacques Mari- 
taine, the distinguished French 
humanist; Joep Nicolas, the great 
Dutch painter; Philip Gibbs and 
Alfred Noyes, of England; Sigrid 
Undset, Norway’s great woman 
novelist, and many others of equal 
intellectual calibre. 

This manifesto, which is the 
fruit of at least two years of 
thought by scholars and practical 
statesmen who are Europeans 
rather than nationalists, sums up 
the case against Fascist totalitar- 
jianism and sketches the funda- 
mentals of a future world order, It 
is a contribution that demands in- 
tegration into a program accept- 
able to all who believe in the basic 
ethos of Christianity. 

Yet it remains a private episode. 
and actually there is no mechanism 
for its integration into the war of

The second answer, 
in Finnish, which the lady had 
asked the young man to speak, was 
a straight bit of anti-Russian pro- 
paganda, which ended by advising 
the young man to go around to the 
Finnish information bureau for 
further advice. 

My Finnish informant, who re- 
ported the interview to me in full, 
remarked that apparently the lady 
had a secret policy of her own. 

Yet, here we are, allied with Rus- 
sia, and with a government em- 
ployee acting as though we were at 
war with Russia, or at least neutral, 

Now, I am sure that the lady has 
been given no directions. She is 
making a personal propaganda in 
an official position.

For totalitarian- 
ism is pledged to continual war 
and eternal conquest. Peace is no 
part of its plans at any time. It 
proposes to snatch up youth, de- 
stroy its individuality and weave 
it into a great grisly cord to gar- 
otte the whole world. 

Only democracy offers hope to 
youth, Only under democracy can 
the dreams of youth come true. 

Surely, as Mr. Roosevelt says, 
the cause of the United Nations is 
the cause of youth itself.

Rommel has struck. The extent 
to which his initial attacks may be 
developed will depend upon how 
they are met. If he finds the British 
south flank inadequately protected 
he will undoubtedly follow up any 
initial advantages he may win and 
make his greatest bid for victory in 
Egypt. 

The British Eighth Army has 
been thoroughly overhauled, The 
new commander-in-chief has done 
a job of housecleaning and has 
replaced many commanders of 
brigades and divisions with new 
men, It was reported from Cairo 
that the enemy attack was antici- 
pated, and there is no reason as 
yet to doubt that it will be op- 
posed with adequate strength,

Rommel’s initial straiegy is oD- 
viously to break out of the confines 
of the Qattara funnel.

other, of similar width, extends 
some 300 miles westward from 
Prince Albert. Here “self-contained 
iarming., in which the families

settlers, 

There settlers harvest an aver- 
age of 40 acres of grain and man- 
age to feed hogs, cows, chickens, 
the horses necessary fer their 
work, and grow vegetables for 
marketing. 

The broader picture of what the 
west is achieving agriculturally can 
be gained by examining the amaz- 
ing totals of hog production dur- 
ing the war years, and by noting 
the increase in livestock breeding 
Hog production for the prairie} 
provinces stood at 4,126,400 for the 
present year on June 1.

One important problem faces 
the west, however, and that arises

NEW PROSPECTS 


In southern and south western 
Alberta new prospects are opening 
up for sheep farmers, who previ 
ously have produced only some 
4,000,000 head of sheep a year, al- 
most the same total as that of Mon- 
tana. The sheepmen are being 
forced out of the Tilley east area 
of eastern Alberta because of na 
tional defense needs, but they are 
establishing themselves in force 
upon the sub-marginal lands in the 
west of the province where, be- 
cause of the present domestic de- 
mand, they hope to build up an in- 
dustry which will grow after the 
war. 

Thus the present tendencies are 
toward a new type of Canadian 
farming, which will make the coun- 
try less internationally dependent 
agriculturally and which will also 
oper up the lands in east and west 
whose value in ore and hydro- 
electric wealth, as mich as in soil, 
is being established by the war.

Likewise, the process of teething 
is probably more dramatically in- 
fluenced by poor diets than are! 


the other growth processes. We 
recognize that a child stays thin,| 
or fails to grow tall but we can 


think up a hundred excuses for it. | 
But let him fail to get teeth at an 
age when all other babies have! 
them, or teethe to the accompani- 
ment of a convulsion and we can't | 
ignore it. Our attention is focused} 
right on the process tha. seems to! 
be most to blame 

Yet, all of these things need not 
be if the baby’s diet from its very 
inception to the age of teething 
were all it should be, Not that 
mothers do not try to have it right. | 
I am not even hinting at that. But 
mothers often are ill and unable 
to eat as heartily as they might! 
wish before baby is born. They 
may, perhaps, have sensitivities to- 
ward essential foods which make it 
impossible for them to eat them in 
the usual quantities. Babies come} 
into the world and have difficulties 
getting established on breast milk 
or on bottle feedings and during 
this period of adjustment their 
good nutrition suffers. And then, 
of course, there are mothers who 
do not know how a baby should be

United States farm units, usually 
composed of a harvesting equip- | 
ment operator and four men, are 
permitted to come to Canada pro- 
viding they have sufficient money 
to carry them to their destination 
This also applies to individuals resi- 
dent in the United States who wish 
to obtain harvest work in Canada, | 

While the reciprocal agree- | 
ment also permits Canadian 
farmers to work temporarily in 
the United States, it is not ex- 
pected that many of them will 
cross the boundary owing to the 
prevailing shortage of farm labor 
in Canada at the present time. 

Alberta farmers desiring to ob- 
tain the services of United States 
threshing units must get permis- 
sion from the provincial depart- | 
ment of agriculture. No U.S, unit

CANBERRA, Sent. 4,—(BUP)-- 
Prime Minister John Curtin re- 
vealed in detail today that though 
Australia is receiving the bulk 
of her essential war requirements 
from the United States under the 
Lease-Lend agreement, the Com- 
monwealth is providing American 
forces here with numerous sup- 
plies and services. 

Under reciprocal Lease - Lend, 
Curtin said, Australia is aiding U.S. 
naval, army, air force and supply 
services stationed in Australia. 

A few of the supplies or services 
listed by Curtin were: 

Navy—Contribution of a large 
number of small vessels; construc- 
tion of lighters, barges and tow- 
boats, and provision of repair and 
docking facilities for U.S. warships
